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Our intemational exchange fellows may be interested in getting longer English versions of some articles published in Italian 
in our magazine, UFO - Rivista di informazione ufologica , as we've been able to prepare in thè past. 

Unfortunately, time committments are not allowing us to do so, inasmuch as our magazine is changing its periodicity from 
two (sometime one) times per year to thè new schedule of four issues per year, beginning with 2002. This resulted from thè 
merging of our newsletter Ufo Notizie and of our technical joumal, Ufo Forum , into thè main magazine (with Giuseppe Stilo 
joiningthe editorial board). 

We hope that some short abstracts will be of help, anyhow, if included with thè magazine itself, and here they are. 

Also included is thè paper edition of a dozen issues of thè Italian UFO Newsflash , which we've been able to keep on issuing 
on a weekly schedule for thè last year, as a translation of our phone/Internet news Service UFOTEL , thanks to thè effort of 
our American reader, Gary Presto, who is a professional Italian/English translator.
